Veteran Senator, Passes 


Away. 


One of President’s Closest Ad­ 


visers and Will be Missed in 


Councils of State. 


WanbiiH y-n, Conn., April 22.—Ce;i 
ator Otvilio Hitchcock Plait of Co.j 
nectk t died at his summer home ii 
this, his native town, at 8:53 las 
night, irem pneumonia. 
The eno 
came almost unexpectedly, the imme­ 
diate cause being the breaking of the 
abscess which had formde in the right 
lung and which produced strangula­ 
tion. 
Only a few minutes before the 
senator was perfectly conscious, ap­ 
peared to have no pain, and had an­ 
swered questions put to him by those 
at the bedside, showing that his mind 
was clear. 
Senator Platt was born here July 
19, 1827. and was nearly seventy-eight 
years of age. 
Proud of his strength 
and activity. It had been his ambition, 
so his iriends say, of becoming the 
“father of the senate“ in point of 
years. 


Wahsington, 
April 
22.—That 
the 
death of Senator Platt is a distinct 
loss to the senate and to the country 
at large is the unanimously expressed 
opinion of public men. 
By President 
Roosevelt It will be especially felt, as 
the senator was a frequent visitor at 
the White House and was at all times 
consulted by the president when Im­ 
portant matters of state in and out of 
congress were under discussion. 
The 
senator’s calls at the White House, 
usually by appointment, nearly 
al 
ways occurred in the evening, when 
there was an uninterrupted opportu­ 
nity for extended conferences with 
the president. The senator’s opinions 
and advice were not less highly re­ 
garded by his fellow senators, who 
placed a high estimate on his abilities 
and sagacity. 
During his long serv­ 
ice of twenty-six years the senator 
has taken an active part in the pro­ 
ceedings of the upper branch of con­ 
gress. has filled many important com 
mittee assignments and.demonstrated 
his capacity in handling and discus­ 
sing questions of national interest. 
He was chairman of the judiciary 
committee and in addition a member 
of the committee on Cuban relations, 
finance and revolutionary claims. 
He 
took a leading part in arranging our 
relations to Culm. 
Senator Plait fre­ 
quently was call 'd to the chair to pre­ 
side temporarily over the sessions of 
the senate, and during the Swayne im­ 
peachment trial at the last session sat 
throughout the trial as the presiding 
officer or Judge of the court.

With the Moore temperance law in 
effect, the Anti-Saloon League’s fight 
against the saloon in all quarters of 
the State is on in earnest. 
Workers 
of the league assert that they will 
drive saloons 
out of many smaller 
cities, and are laying their plans for 
work in that 
direction. 
Particular 
attention 
is now being devoted to 
Winchester, Ladoga and Liberty, but 
other towns and smaller cities are on 
the list for active attention in the 
next few weeks. 
The Anti-Saloon League is printing 
thousands of cards that are being sent 
to all parts of the State, containing 
the blank forms by which a voter 
may assign'to'a representative of the 
Anti-Saloon League the power of a t­ 
torney in all cases affecting saloon 
remonstrances, so that the leagne’s re­ 
presentatives’may attach the'assigucr’s 
name to 
any or all 
remonstrance« 
against the granting of a license to 
anv and alLapplieants for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors. 
Both ward and 
township remon- 
stlances are being sent out, and the 
5000 township cartls first printed have 
already been exhausted. 
At the anti- 
saloon headquarters in Indianapolis, 
it is said that 50,000 of the township 
cards will be distributed in the next 
three months. 
It is probable that an early effort 
will be made to test the Moore law as 
affecting the proposition whether a 
remonstrance against 
all applicants 
in a township, containing the names 
of a majority of the voters of the 
township, would not shut saloons out 
of a city in the 
township. 
U. G. 
Humphrey, 
State superintendent of 
the Anti-Saloon League, believes that 
this*ls the case, but he has been op­ 
posed by at least one Prohibitionist 
attorney, who believes that saloons 
may be shut out of a city only by re­ 
monstrances in the different wards. 
I This was declared by the Supreme 
'court to be the case under the Nichol­ 
son law, and the Prohibitionist be­ 
lieves that the same thing will hold 
under the Moore amendmeeut.

Phillips, a special field agent,to Rich­ 
mond, Ind., to supervisera series of ex­ 
periments that will be of vast interest 
to the wheat gTowers. 
Mr. Phillips 
will make Richmond his headquarters, 
but will travel as occasion seems to 
demand 
into 
Georgia, 
Tennessee, 
Ohio, Michigan and Virginia, where 
experiments similar to the one already 
started in Indiana are under way. 
The”purpose of these experiments is 
to find, if possible, if there is not a 
time when wheat can be sown with 
perfect assurance that it will not be 
damaged by the Hessian fly. 
Every 
Indiana wheat grower knows the fly 
is one of his worst enemies. 
The Indiana tests are being made on 
Walter Ratliff’s splendid farm, near 
Richmond. 
Several 
sowings 
were 
made on this farm last fall. 
Begin­ 
ning on August 22 and ending October 
30, there was a sowing every ten days 
and the result is being watchefl with 
keen interest by the department of 
agriculture. 
The last report from Mr. 
R atliff’s farm indicates that wheat 
sown on September 30 is standing the 
test better than wheat sown at any 
other period. 
The experiments at Richmond ate 
only one link in a chain of similar 
experiments that are under way ex­ 
tending from Northern Michigan to 
Atlanta, G a., the purpose being to 
embrace the entire wheat belt in the 
tests. 
The experiments will lie contin­ 
ued over a period of five or ten years 
and deductions w ill lie drawn from 
the average results. 
Next year three 
other chains of experiments will be 
placed 
in operation.1! One will pn> 
along the Atlantic coast extending 
from [South 
Carolina 
to 
Canada, 
another west Of the Mississippi, ex­ 
tending from Texas to the Dakotas, 
and the third on the Pacific coast. 
Mr. 
Phillips, who will soon take 
charge”of the work at Richmond, also 
will conduct experiments as to the 
effects of Insects on timothy. 
A new 
timothy insect has just been discover­ 
ed, or “ has come to the front,” as 
they say at the department of agricul­ 
ture. 
It is called the “ timothy joint 
worm,” and it works great damage 
to timothy both for hay and seed. 
Mr. 
Phillips will'inquire into the effect 
of this insect on timothy in Indiana.

ment in land and improvements. $ 2,- 
528,529.33. 
The farms in Vigo, Ben­ 
ton, Jay and Howard cou nties are 
nearly 
self-su pporting, 
bu t 
in 
this 
cou nty the revenu e last year was bu t 
$ 1,280, while the expenditu re amou nt­ 
ed to $ 20,251.78. 
Mr. Stu bbs says It 
seems that all the farms are capable 
of as high cu ltivation as the adjoining 
land and that many shou ld be self- 
su pporting and relieve the people of 
the bu rden of taxation.

Paris, April 22.—After a notable ser­ 
vice of nearly eight years in the direc­ 
tion of foreign affairs Tbeophile Del- 
casse has informed President of the 
Cou ncil Ronviere of his desire and in­ 
tention to resign. This annou ncement 
came as a su rprise and shock to M. 
Deleasse’s colleagu es of the cabinet 
who immediately took steps to en­ 
deavor to secu re a reconsideration of 
his determination. 
A cabinet cou ncil was held and it 
was the u nanimou s determination of 
the cou ncil that the interest of the 
cou ntry a t this p articu lar time requ ires 
that M. Delcasse retain the portfolio 
of foreign affairs. 
The president of 
the cou ncil voicing the wishes of the 
president and Mr. Lou bet and the 
ministers, earnestly besou ght M. Del­ 
casse to retain his place in the cab­ 
inet. 
It Is evident that M. Rou viere’s 
earnest appeal cau sed M. Delcasse to 
waver in his determination and it is 
believed that he will yield to the In­ 
sistence of President Lou bet and the 
president of the cou ncil. 
The motives leading u p to M. Del- 
casse’s su dden determination to re­ 
tire from the cabinet are primarily 
attribu ted 
to internal controversies 
over the Moroccan qu estion; and this 
to some extent has been accentu ated 
by similar controversies over French 
neu trality in the far east. 
The oppo­ 
sition has been qu ick to seize u pon 
both qu estions and headed by Social­ 
ists and Nationalists, have directed 
their criticism against M. Delcasse. 
The Socialist criticism s have been 
particu larly vehement du ring recent 
days on the Moroccan qu estion and 
thla appears to have finally decided 
M. Delcasse to su rrender the qu estion 
Into other hands. 
It is felt that his 
retirem ent now wou ld be hailed in 
Germany as a German triu mph and 
this is one of the main considerations 
leading M. Rou viere to earnestly ap­ 
peal to M. Delcasse to remain in the 
foreign office. 
The annou ncement concerning M. 
Delcasse’s intention to resign is hu t 
one of many incidents in a time of 
mu ch anxiety throu ghou t government 
qu arters. 
Following close u pon the 
heels of the complications with Ger­ 
many over Morocco the Franco-Jap- 
anese incidents has su ddenly assu med 
seriou s proportions and u nu au ai en­ 
ergy was shown in preventing Its 
embroiling France In complications 
in the far east. 
In order to secu re 
definite co-operat ion 
between these 
departm ents of tbe government, name­ 
ly naval, colonial and foreign, a con­ 
ference was 
held 
between 
leading 
rep resentatives of each department. 
This brou ght abou t a clear u nder­ 
standing regarding the measu res nec­ 
essary for the m aintenance of neu tral­ 
ity of Indo-Chinese waters and orders 
were sent to Governor General Beau 
to specifically report the exact loca­ 
tion of the Ru ssian Pacific squ adron 
and whether it had or had not been 
withdrawn from French waters. Com­ 
mu nications with St. Petersbu rg led 
to orders being transm itted by the 
Ru ssian government to Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensk y to 
vigorou sly respect 
the neu trality of French waters. 
It 
was even stated that Foreign Minister 
Lamsdorff wou ld carry the qu estion 
before Emperor Nicholas in order to 
assu re complete respect of neu trality. 
Probably the most significant de­ 
velopment from the energetic meas­ 
u res adopted was the receipt of a 
dispatch from Saigon saying that im­ 
perative orders had been given for 
the disarmam ent of the Ru ssian cru i­ 
ser Diana which sou ght refu ge in the 
harbor of Saigon eight months ago for 
the pu rpose of repairing. 
The main 
portion of the Diana's machinery mu st 
now be handed over to the French 
naval au thorities at Saigon. 
It is 
stated at the foreign office that no 
representations of any k ind have been 
presented by Great Britain concerning 
neu trality. 
At the same time it is 
anticipated that some su ch represen­ 
tations will be made. 
The fact that 
the British ambassador has given u p 
his Easter holidays and retu rned to 
Paris last night after a conference 
with Foreign Secretary Lansdowne 
appears to su pport this view. 
How­ 
ever. the cordial relations existing 
between France and Great Britain 
wou ld dou btless modify any rep resen­ 
tations so as to relieve them from 
seriou s significance. Anything lik e an 
energetic protest from Great Britain 
at thts time wou ld be deeply wou nding 
to France who relies on the Anglo- 
French entente as a cou nterpoise to 
Germany’s menaces over Morocco.

Elsenberg Repeats His Story of the 
Cab Tragedy. 
Chicago, April 22— Samu el Eisen- 
berg, the Ru ssian Jewish coatmak er 
who has told of seeing a man k ill him­ 
self while in a cab with a woman Ju ne 
24, 19C:. on West Broadway, New 
York , has expressed willingness to go 
to New York and testify on the wit­ 
ness stand in the case of Nan Patter­ 
son. 
“The cab in which You ng and Nan 
Patterson sat passed within five feet 
of me.” said Elsenberg. 
“The man 
appeared dru nk and he appeared to be 
fighting with the woman. 
She wa- 
clinging to his hands tightly. 
The 
cab was moving very slowly and the ( 
woman said something to the driver 
as if to tell him to go faster. 
He 
crack ed his whip and the horse went 
faster. 
“Su ddenly the man got his hands 
free and pu lled a revolver from his 
pock et. 
His hand went u p and down 
and then the shot rang ou t. The man 
fell forward, the revolver fell from 
his hand, and he fell over on the 
woman’s lap. 
The woman seemed to 
faint, becau se her head fell on his 
shou lder.”

FOURTEEN LIVES LOST 


Oreadfu l Mortality Attends Destru c­ 
tion of a Convent Near Montreal. 
Montreal. April 22.—The little vil­ 
lage of St. Genevieve is in mou rning 
today over tne loss of fou rteen lives 
in a fire which destroyed the convent 
of St. Anne there. 
One nu n. nine 
children ranging in age from ten to 
eighteen years, and fou r old women 
perished in the flames. 
Two nu ns 
were so severely bu rned that it is 
feared they will die. 
In their great 
catastrophe the villagers find some 
comfort in relating the heroism dis­ 
played by Sister Marie Adju teu r. who 
gave her life, and Sisters Marie Ther- 
ese and Marie Robertine, who were 
perhaps fatally bu rned in their efforts 
to save the lives of the children and 
helpless old women in their charge. 
There is no organized fire protec­ 
tion in the village. 
The fire was be­ 
yond control by the time the sleeping 
people cou ld be arou sed. 
A bu ck et 
brig ade was formed, bu t the efforts 
to check the flames were fu tile and 
the qu aint old stru ctu re was redu ced 
to ashes.

in The 
C ountry 
C alendar for May , the first issue of 
the new outdoor m agazine published 
by the R eview of R eview s Book Co. : 
“ The m ost recent developm ent is 
the recrudescence of the idea of inocu­ 
lating d irec tly 'b y means of pure c ul­ 
tures of the germ s. 
T his is the result 
of the w ork of Dr. George T. Moore, 
of our national D epartm ent of A gri­ 
culture. 
He has incorporated his c ul­ 
tivated germ s in a d esnated state, 
w ith absorbent cotton, so tha t they 
can be sent by m ail and then be used 
for the inoculation either of the soil 
or of the seed. 
The cotton is throw n 
into 
w ater ( w hich 
is prepared by 
treatm ent w ith certain chem icals) and 
w hen the germ s have m ultiplied suffi­ 
ciently to m ak e the w ater cloudy , the 
seed or the soil is w et w ith the liquid. 
T he process is exceedingly sim ple and 
is inexpensive. 
A large num ber of 
pack ages of the inoculating m aterial 
was sent ont by the D epartm ent of 
A griculture last y ear ; and the gra ti­ 
fy ing results of ’the w ork are reported 
in B ulletin 71 of the B ateau ot P lant 
Ind ustry , issued 
Ja nua ry 23, 190Ô. 
T he subject, therefore, 
is only this 
y ear before the general public for in ­ 
form ation and diocuggiou.

is y et too early to give an 
opinion as to the valne of this new 
m ethod of inoculation.

experim ents 
w ith alfalfa have given no pronounc­ 
ed results, nothing lik e those secured 
from inoculation by m eans of soil. 
T he question is y et in its experim ental 
stage so fa r as general field results are 
concerned. 
It w ill not be a panacea, 
nor is the ‘c ulture ’ a fertilizer. "A t 
best, the inoculation w ill constitute 
onlV one factor m ak ing for prod uctive­ 
ness. 
A ll new 
developm ents,

ticularly those tha t have novel and 
strik ing features, 
are lik ely to 
be 
over-valued 
and sensationalized by 
und iscrim m ating persons, 
and 
this 
often results in injury to some of the 
best innovations. 
It is now to be d e­ 
term ined w hat the possibilities of the 
new m ethod are, 
under w hat exact 
conditions it m ay be exjiected to be 
successful, and how to elim inate the 
causes of failure. 
T here is no ind ica­ 
tion tha t this new m ethod w ill he 
revolutionary , but there is reason to 
believe tha t it w ill carry us one step 
furthe r tow ard’the realization of our 
quest for nitrogen to provide the food 
for m ank ind .’*

St. Petersburg. April 22.—May Day 
dem onstrations

throughout the em pire is the program 
of the Socialist wing of the reform 
party as announced at the Pan-Rus- 
sian congress of journalists, which 
closed 
y esterday 
afternoon 
after a 
protracted and storm y session. 
The 
congress illustrated the lark of unity 
in reform circles, the program as final­ 
ly adopted failing to touch many burn­ 
ing questions of the hour on account 
of the im possibility of harm onizing 
the views of divergent elem ents. 
At 
the conclusion neither side was satis­ 
fied with the program . 
The m oderate 
faction, which 
w a s in the m ajority , 
elim inated a num ber of recom m enda­ 
tions in deference to the w ishes of 
the Social Dem ocrats, while the repre­ 
sentatives of the Socialist press char­ 
acterized the platform generally , and 
especially the plank regulating ta c ­ 
tics. as wishy -washy , and announce« ) 
that the plan of organized m eetings 
and parades in every city and indus­ 
trial center of Russia on May 14 to 
which they were unable to gain the 
concurrence of other elem ents, will 
be carried out regardless of the con­ 
gress.
